Yours of June 30th with check for Mr. McClure and your favor of July 1st received. 

Owing to a slight indisposition Mr. McClure is not out this morning as he appears to have 
taken cold in his bowels and will rest quietly today. I will send his check to him. 

Mr. Stocks already knows that Mr. Grace wants to go East on the 17th inst. 

Geo. Soley & Will are scooting around in an endeavor to get their goods. 

Mr. Kettles I believe expects to be withdrawn from Chicago sometime this week and if 
anything should happen to the motor I will immediately wire the manufacturers in Bridgeport. 
Will that be right? 

I telegraphed to you this morning for an earthenware basket such as Wm. Sommers uses 
to dip his cent & nickel blanks with for us to use in cleaning the tarnished medals. I telegraphed 
because the tarnished stuff is accumulating so rapidly that we will have to begin immediately to 
clean and as I could not purchase the article here after a long search. I took that means to save as 
much delay as possible. 

Saturday morning Geo. Soley cleaned a couple dozen of badly tarnished ones and they 
looked beautiful, and we can make all that we have cast aside look first-rate with very little labor 
or time.
